to Take the Place of the Teal. 


At last the despicable cot“ com- 
monly known as the mud hen, has 
come into her own, and will hence- 
forth be appreciated and eaten by the 
beach hunters who enjoy shooting the 
migratory duck, and 
that the usual exclamation of “Pshaw, 
it's only a mud hen,” will be heard 
leas frequently than before. 

During this season the beaches 
have been patrolled by enthusiastic | 
nimrods, carrying all kinds of shoot- | 
ing trons, all keen for the sport of | 


all wearing bathing suits, overalls or | 
picturesque costumes made 
sacks. The reason for the u nven- 
tional garb is that it is often necessary 
to wade some distance out in’ the 
water, In order to obtain possession of 
the bird, which, when hit on the wing 
will Boat in with the tide, and wise 
ones usually, do their hunting when 
the tide is high or coming in. 

As they have not been hunted to 
any great extent, in the past, mud hens | 
are very numerous al! along the coast, ' 
peppering the beaches at certain 
feeding places, and resting in the calm | 
sea just outside the breaker. in 
elther case affording a geod oppor- | 
tunity to try some fancy markseman- 
ship. A .22 caliber rifle is the best 
to use as it is possible to kill a num- | 
ber of birds with this small gun mes- | 
senger before they get wise and scat- 
ter 


occasionally fly over, and that makes 
it all the more interesting, to 
single out the different birds at long 
range. the end of the wharves where 
shooting is allowed affording the best 
vantage point. 

The fact that the mud hen is actu- 
ally good to eat and may be prepared 
in a number of different ways i re- 
sponsibie for the active part it is tak- 
ing in affording sport for those who 
have not the time to trek after the 
more elusive birds. It travels right 
along with the best of them, invades 
the gun clubs, lives as high as they 
others in the duck world, and was 
Smart enough to get away with it 
there even without carrying away any 
lead as a souvenir until some one 
made a mud hen “mulligan.” 

It was a good mulltgan,“ made of 
the breasts of a brace of the birds 
which had been soaked in salt water 
for two hours and then put into a 
kettle with a little of everything 
around the camp. But the classiest 
way to prepare this kind of wild fowl 
is to make ragout 

Soak the breasts of the required 
number in salt water for two hours, 
and meanwhile brown some onions, 
garlic and green peppers in a gener- 
ous slice of butter, put the meat in 
the sizzling seasoning and pour 
plenty of good white wine over all and 
cover with lid, cloth and weight and 
allow the ragout to simmer over «a 
slow fire for several hours 

This dish is warranted to please 
an epicure, and satisfy the most hun- 
gry hunters, and the recipe is cheer- 
fully recommended to all the trigger 
men who enjoy hunting game birds.

He was put in the tank reserved for 
drunken persons. 

Early the next morning. George 
Eckman, foreman of a construction 
gang at work on the Federal Build- 
ink, found two sticks of dynamite in 
the Hall of Records alleyway. Con- 
nors denied all knowledge of the ex- 
plosive. After trying to get more 
evidence against him, the police fin- 
ally secured his conviction upon a 
charge of assault upon an officer.

Secoggan defied the ordinance, allec- 
ing that he was doing business in 
an incorporated town. He was con- 
victed in the Justice's Court, took 
an appeal to the Superior Court on 
technical issues, and now the case is 
coming before the Supreme Court on 
a writ of habeas corpus. 

The grounds on which the uncon- 


stitutionality of the Wiley law is as- 
sailed are that tt would cause the 
suspension of police powers for two 
years, because after a territorial di- 
vision has voted on a question, it 
would not be operative under the 
Wiley law for two years. 

Scoggan, as a feature of his own 
case, sets up the plea that there is 
no such territorial division recognized 
under the constitution as a Supervisor 
district, and that, in any event, I- 
cense rights given to a city cannot 
be superseded by license powers in 
an outside district.

opportunities for self-destruction are not 
much lessened by the law as it is. Indeed, 
if a person has money enough, he can go 
by the morphine route, for while no doctor 
would for money write him a prescription 
for enough morphine to kill him, probably 
twenty different doctors would for about 
two dollars each write him prescriptions 
for a small quantity of a deadly drug that 
would not harm him, and twenty different 
druggists would make up enough poison 
to secure his exit from the scene of human 
activities. 

The Richardson bill is, whether design- 
edly or not, a measure in the interest of 
a doctors’ trust. Its passage would serve 
no good or useful end. It is to be hoped 
that the committee to which it is referred 
will send it t its proper home in the 
waste basket or a spittoon.

Some of the Early Tribulations and Prob- 
lems of the City’s Newspapering Venture.

: paper commission for the first time in its to 


sach diocese by a bishop, and by tradition 
reaching back to the Apostles’ days this 
bishop (overseer or superintendent in Eng- 
lish) generally has bis own church, known 
all over Europe as a cathedral. The dio- 
cese of Los Angeles, not having a bishop's 
church, the rector and vestry of St Paul's 
magnanimously placed their house of wor- 
ship at the service of the bishop. It is 
therefore known as the Pro-<athedral. For 
this reason the Episcopal church in all 
Southern California is vitally interested in 
everything connected wiih this pro-cathe- 
dral organization. ‘Southern California be 
ing a missionary field, the church in all 
parts of the United States has a large in- 
terest in the success of this bishop's 
church. 

Dean McCormack, in the discourse re 
ferred to, omitted all reference to the ca- 
thedral character of the organization of 
which he was speaking. He named as the 
sum the new house of worship should cost 
about $100,000, and added that property 
now owned by the organization, which 
might be disposed of, was worth $25,000. 

The suggestion we would make is that 
St. Paul's parish definitely announce ‘tself 
as the cathedral organization of Southern 
California, broadening the scope of its ac- 
tivities from that of a mere parish to the 
cathedral organization. Tais would be tak 
ing a much broader view than is represent- 
ed in styling that church the pro-cathedral. 
By doing as this suggestion indicates, not 
only the Episcopal church in Southern Call- 
fornia, but this whole community, regard- 
less of denominational lines or of any re 
ligious affiliation, will become interested in 
the matter. A cathedral] for this dignified 
and historical denomination, if worthy of 
the church and of the community, will be 
an ornament to the city and a matter of 
interest to us all.

Dan Baker, 68, claims to be the old- 
est squatter in the little colony. He 
came here, he says, thirty-one yeafs 
ago. He was a fisherman, but creep- 
ing age has long since compelled him 
to give up that hard life. He does 
a little net mending now and then, 
and talks of old times. 

There are babies as well as pioneers 
among the squatters and even a wom- 
an with a large family to look out 
for, 

When Baker first squatted upon the 
sands of the San Pedro harbor en- 
trance channel there were one or two 


pvacant houses and little else on the 


east side of the channel south of 
Terminal Island. But few boats came 


Wilmington. Most of the fishermen 
pre-empted sites for fish houses and 
homes on the west side of the chan- 
nel. San Pedro was then a hamlet 
of a few score souls, Wilmington be- 
ing the largest port. 

Soon George Bryan and Bob Bell, 
also fishermen, came to join Baker. 
They argued the inherent right of 
Uncle Sam's subjects to squat upon 
the incoming sands. They bullt houses 
and plied their trade. Bell and Bryan 
have died, but their homes were re- 
occupied hy other fisherfolk and fami- 
lies of wharfmen, who brought scores 
more to live rent free on the shores 
of the harbor. Thus the squatters’ set- 
tlement was formed, on both sides of 
a harrow tortuous way which was 
named, perhaps by a joker, “United 
States avenue. ;

The election of two Taft delegates 
to the Republican National Conven- 
tion from the Fourth Congressional 
District of Oklahoma comes as a sur- 
prise to the friends of the President 
as a frantic effort was made to stam- 
pede the convention for Roosevelt. 
Assurances that delegations will be 
for him have lately come to the 
President from many sources and 
representing widely separated points 
on the map. Senator Bradley and 
Representative Powers of Kentucky 
told him that the twenty-six votes of 
the Blue Grass State are gurely in the 
Taft column. There was information 
of a like tenor and from equally re- 
liable informants concerning the dele- 
gations from Colorado, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, California and 
Michigan. Oklahoma is the fret 
State to choose delegates to the Chi- 
cago convention, and though only 
two of the fourteen delegates to which 
that State is entitled have been 
chosen, the indicated swing of senti- 
ment in this insurgent State to Presi- 
dent Taft must be ed as pos- 
sessing the significance of the figura- 
tive straw in the wind. 


The Topeka (Kan.) State Journal 
says the sentiment of Kansas “is for 
Mr. Taft for the Republican nomina- 
tion more than it is for any other 
candidate. Between Taft, who is 
classed as a conservative, and who is 
also a Progressive, and La Follette, 
who is an ‘Insurgent,’ there can be 
no doubt in the opinion of this paper. 
Taft is overwhelmingly in the ma- 
jority.” 


H. F. Leib of the office of the State 
Treasurer of Kansas has been taking 
a poll of Presidential preferences. 
“My first ballots,” says Mr. Leib, 
“showed thirty-two for Taft, one each 
for Roosevelt and Champ Clark. My 
ond collection of ballots, 684 in 
number, show 611 for Taft, and sev- 
enty-three scattering.

FALL OF NEW THEATER.

His Argument Against an Eu- 
dowed Dramatic Institution Lis- 
tened to With Interest—Criticises 
the System of Keeping Actors in 
One Line of Parta.

Perhaps the very choicest compli- 
in the drama went across when «4 
convocation of smart men in New 
York—show producers and show ob- 
servere—asked Oliver Morosco to tell 
why, in his opinion, the New Thea- 
ter failed, and how it might have 
been run successfully. 

This, the proudest consummation 
of dramatic art on the western con- 
tinent, had one big season, comment 
upon which went around the world, 
and then rapidly sank into metaphort- 
cal junkdom, and-was virtually auc 
tioned off to a private firm of mana- 
gers for show purposes, which, beside 
its pristine glories, are not only eb- 
scure, but innocuous. 

To this query Mr. Morosce re- 
sponded, briefly, and concisely: “Your 
New Theater failed because you gave 
the people what a smali and so-called 
select coterfe of individuals deemed 


Elaborating upon this point, the 
Los Angeles producer said: “The peo- 
ple, in their present ftate of civiliza- 
tion and education, are pretty well 
able to do their own choosing in the 
arts and in literature, as well as ia 
what they eat and what they wear. 

“I trust that I am not an enemy 
of art, nor of advancement, but no 
matter how much 1 like a play, nor 
how much my associates may rave 
over it—if the public does not come 
to see it there is something the matter 
with either the piece or the people 
ptobably the former, for no matter how 
bad the company, the message of 6 
really great play will usually get 
across. 

“The New Theater. a great, beauti- 
ful building, had it doom/ sounded 
in advance. It was endowed. 

‘Does endowment necessarily mean 
that a theatrical enterprise will fall? 
Yes and no. No, because, of itself, 
endowment should help an institu- 
tion of this kind -to survive early 
vicissitudes and really attain that for 
which its promoters are striving. Yes, 
because the endowment+ will keep 
on plays which the public does not 
want, will roist actors upon audiences 
which do not like them, will maintain 
a great and expensive company, most 
members of which are idie a 
good part of the time, and will, 
the end, ten- party 
affair in which cranks and trousered 
old women quarrel and quibble while 
cobwebs gather upon the proscenium 
arch and dust lies thick and gray 
upon the long-unoccupied chairs. 
“The European atmosphere seems 
to favor endowment of theatrical and 
musical enterprise, and such enter- 
prises flourish under state and pri- 
vate help.

“Still, I'm officially known as a pho- 
tographer,” Coburn pretested. “But 
you may call them what you like, if 
you'll eniy pose for me.“ 

Moore posed with pleasure. This 
happened in Dublin, whither Coburn 
had been invited from London by 
Lady Gregory, who was giving a din- 
ner in henor of Hugh Lane on the oc- 
casion of the opening of the Municipal 
Art Gallery.

Symphony Orchestra. 

The fourth concert of the fifteenth 
season of the Los Angeles Symphony | 
Orchestra was given Friday at the 
Temple Auditorium. An unusually | 
large audience witnessed this pro- 
gramme, which from many points of | 
view was the most interesting of the | 
season to date. A variety of theme | 
and appeal marked Harley Hamilton's | 
selection for yesterday's programm 
musical taste and popular taste being 
brought together on an equa! basis. 

The opening number was a some- 

formal but none the leas roman- | 
tic overture— Nachklange aus Os- | 
man — by Denmark's sole musician, 
Gade. The refinements of this com- 
position were well handled Mr. 
Hamilton’s aggregation of p 
The color of Gade's orchestration was 
subtly interpreted. In pieces such as 
this the Symphony Orchestra seems 
eminently adapted—more so than to 
the more rugged work of the huskier 
com posers. 

Beethoven's tremendous Seventh 
Symphony was the second orchestral 
number. This difficult number was 
admirably given, although the third 
movement, a presto in F major, was 
not invested with the esprit necessary 
to body forth its conception. A 
tendency in certain quarters to drag 
detracted from its vivacity. In the 
allegreto movement, however, the 
dirge-like charm was admirably 
caught, and there was no lack of 
and gusto in the remarkable 
fourth movement. 

Mme. Elsa Ruegger, ‘cellist, was 
the soloist for the day and gave a 
polite and cultured rendition of Boell- 
man's “Variations Symphonique“ —one 
of the very few memorable works of 
the young Alsatian. The work is Urn- 
lant in theme, rich in tonality and 
scintillant in coloring. Mme. Rueg- 
ger’s playing, though Inclined to for- 
mality at times, occasionally swung 
into the bDrilliancy of the composi- 
tion. In addition to this she played 
“Kol Nidrej,” by Max Bruch, invest- 
ing its dignified theme with much 
feeling. 


A performance of “Faust,” the first 
of the local season, was given by the 
French opera company at the Audi- 
torium Friday night. 

As a whole, it was far from satis- 
factory, but there were certain things. 
features and personalities which were 
delightful, and, in large part, re- 
deemed the crudities and coarseness 
of much of the work. 

Conspicuous among the enjoyable 
portions was Mme. Marthe Richard- 
son's performance of Marguerite. In- 
telligence, sweet and sympathetic 
voice, and above all an apparent 
proper conception of the character of 
Margcuerite—usually the last thing a 
prima donna thinks of—were to be 
noted in Mme. Richardson's rendi- 
tion. It is unfortunate that this 
young woman, the only American in 
the Grazi troupe, has been permitted 
to sing on so few Occasions.

The system of | 
giving “short weight,” which Dr. 
Peters says is practiced by many 
dealers, is another cause of extra ex- 
pense to the consumer which can be 
removed under the new plan. 

If the scheme is successful at the 
start it is probable that it may be 
the means of reducing the high cost 
of foodstuffs throughout the city. 
That ts due to the fact that the pro- 
moters of the new project have ten- 
tatively planned to establish a large 
chain of stores throughout the city, 
and in this way force a reduction of 


ditions. | 
“My plan,” gays Dr. “Is to 
establish a store which wil! open 


during certain hours on certain days, 
when the poor can buy their supplies 
at wholesale prices. I intend to sell 
coal as well as food. I want to break 
up this system which compels the 
poor person, who is forced to buy 
that there are 148 ordinary sized 
coal by the bucket. to pay from $15 
to $18 „ ton for coal. It ts estimated 
coal scutties in a ton, and nowhere 
can a scuttle of coal be purchased for 
less than 10 cents. That puts the 
price at $14.80 a ton, and in some 
cases it is even higher, because some 
merchants aren't satisfied with that 
system of robbery, and resort to short 
weight even in the selling of a scut- 
tle of coal.“

BILLY HAMILTON. 

Bhort, stout, jolly Billy Hamilton, 
who died tn San Francisco some five 
or six years ago, at the advanced age 
of 80, either drove coaches or owned 
Stage lines in many parts of Oregon, 
Nevada and California for nearly 
sixty years. 

I first met him driving one of his 
own Concords between Grass Valley 
and Nevada City in 1867. He then 
weighed 200 pounds and was often 
called “Baldy” Hamilton on account 
of the sparseness of hair where hair 
should be the most luxuriant. He 
counted among his friends, who often 
assisted him, Leland Stanford and 
Charles Crocker, W. B. Ralston and 
Alwinza Hayward, and others of their 
class. He was generous to a fault. 
and let go during his life hundreds of 
thousands of dollars on faro and 
champagne and on widdWs and or- 
phans of men who had driven and 
otherwise worked for him. He lived 
in Los Angeles ten or twelve years and 
owned several stage lines herea bouts. 

MISTER CHURCH. , 

One of the most famous of all the 
Sierra Knights was E. W. Church, who 
drove each way daily between Truckee 
and Tahoe for eighteen years. He 
was addressed as “Mr. 
Church” from millionaires down to 
stable boys. He was a stout, strongly 


en, and a most delightful person. 

I knew him for nearly forty years 
und he was always the same charm- 
ing Mr. Church. 

He was never “held up” nor never 
had an accident in which anyone was 
injured. He was temperate in all 
things, smoking two or three cigaés a 
day and indulging in one good stiff 
horn of whisky straight at the end of 
each trip. 

He had President and Mrs. Hayes 
with: him on the box when they vis- 
ited Lake Tahoe. For many winters 
he drove between San Jose and Mt. 
Hamilton, and one evening a few 
years ago, his team arrived at the sta- 
tion om top of the mountain in fine 
shape, but the driver was lifted from 
the box dead. = 

BUFFALO JIM. 

“Buffalo Jim, who was laid per- 
manently to rest In 1881, had been 
driving between Merced and Wowona 
for a decade or more, and was one of 
Henry Washburn's best drivers. One 
day in May, 1878, while I was sitting 
with Jim on the box, with Mra. Tru- 
man and Mra Dunkelberger inside. 
the team became unmanageable on ac- 
count of the breast strap of the off 
wheeler breaking, and started on «a 
startling run. 

We were within four miles of Mer- 
ced on level ground, but the ladies 
discovered there was something the 
matter and I shouted to them that the 
team was running away, but to hold 
on to their seats, as there was no dan- 
ger. 

The wheel horses kicked the dash- 
board to pieces. Jim hat was blown 
off, and when within a half mile of 
Merced the brake gave way. But be- 
fore our entrance into town the team 
0 on a trot just as if nothi — 
citing had happened. * 

SAM COOPER. 


Sam Cooper, who for many years 
drove between Grass Valley and Ne- 
vada City, now a long time dead, was 
one of the best-known Sierra Knights 
of the Lash fifty years ago. He once 
said to me that he often turned over 
the reins to Lola Montes, who fre- 
quently occupied the box with him in 
the 50's. 

Cooper was a New and 
used to walk miles to hear Daniel 
Webster, John P. Hale and Rufus 
Choate speak. He had driven Brode- 
rick and Terry, Sargent and Cole, 
Gwinn and McDougall, and other po- 
litical celebrities, between Grass Val 
ey and North San Juan. 

It was Sam Cooper who was driving 
the North San Juan stage on May 14, 
1866, when it was robbed by George 
Shank, Bob Finn and George Moore, 
all of whom were killed a few hours 
afterward by Steve Venard, who died 
at Grass Valley twenty-one years ago.

“Bob” Scott—was one of the best 
known of the Sierra Knights, and 
drove a Concord stage between Colfax

OTHER CELEBRATED DRIVERS. 

Among the other well-known S5S1- 
erra drivers of the long ago, all of 
whom have gone over the Great Di- 
vide, were “Uncle” Billy Mahew, who 
drove for many years between Sac- 
ramento and Red Bluff; John Crad- 
dock, who, when I last saw him, was 
keeping a livery stable at Redding; 
“Ola” Jim Haworth, who was living 
in San Francisco as late as 1896; Len 
Brett, Bill’ Terrill and John Spauld- 
ing, who drove between Carson and 
“Yanks.” and “Curly” Jerry, who 
drove between Marysville and Oro- 
ville; and there were Dan Sill, Billy 
Burt, George Fineh, Charlie Coombs, 
Dan Ross, Neil Kane, Joe ‘Briggs, Jim 
Lyman, Louw Robinson and Charlie 
Brady, and many others who were in 
their prime fifty yeara ago, but have 
all joined “the innumerable cara- 
van.“

COAL EXPORTS GROW, 


Have Increased Threefold During 
the Past Eleven Years, Giving the 
United States Third Place. 
. Louis Globe Democrat:] The 
people of the United States are not 
fully aware of the value of their great 
coal deposits as an article of ex- 
port. Since 1900 the exports of coal 
from this country have increased 
threefold, and this year have reached 
a value of $80,000,000, a gain over last 
year of $15,000,000, or 23 per cent. 
But Great Britain and Germany are 
still far ahead in coal exports, 
though their coal fields are much 
smal! than ours. British exports 
of ¢ are $179,000,000 a year and 
those of Germany $104,000,000. The 
United States has reached third place 
in the exportation of coal, yet its coal 
production is much the largest, and 
it has 194,000 equare miles of coal 
fields, compared with the 8000 of 
Great Britain, 3600 of Germany, and 
1800 of France. Russia, with its 
vast territory, pos®esses less than one- 
sixth of the natural coal resources of 
this country. . 
It ie foreseen that the Panama 
Zone is to become a great distributing 
point of coal to foreign customers. In 
this connection the improvement of 
American waterways is of special im- 
portance. If the Mississippi and 
some of its leading tributaries had 
permanent deep channels, colliers 
could reach far into the interior and 
get cargoes of coal with the ald of 
modern loading facilities and with 
systemic economy insured in every 
detail.

‘their shees were out. But the fair 
‘gave them a start and they man- 
aged to open squalid quarters tn Chi- 
ago and afterwards in New York in 
which they manufactured their wares 
by hand. Both brothers met much 
discouragement in making the rounds 
of cigar stores. An order for a hun- 


at the outset, and as at the fair the 
shoe leather of the two brothers could 
hardly bare inspection. 

What a contrast today! Every 


in the realm of the Turkish cigarette. 
He is now a millionaire and he is 
retired, but his name—S. An os— 
remains as a watchword the world 
over, and every cigarette smoker will 
admit that he has heard, it and seen 
it more often on cigarette packages 
than any other. 

Less than a score of years ago 
two brothers started the manufacture 
of cigarettes in a half ot a cellar 
in Philadelphia. They lived on 
chopped cabbage and vinegar and 
made their cigarettes at night, re- 
serving the day for the monotonous 
rounds of the stores to make sales.

When 
one of the brothers was asked whj 
he laid out so much money for u 
bullding such as he used, just for the 
manufacture of cigarettes, when a 
cheaper location and a less presump- 
tious building would do, he replied 
with a shrug of the shoulders, so 
typical of the oriental and with a 
wave of his hand, “Why not? I can 
afford it.” 

The oriental point of view is de- 
cidedly fascinating. Take the follow- 
ing illustration to bear out the as- 
sertion: These two b.others received 
an offer of $3,500,000 for their ciga- 
rette business. The offer was made 
to thelr lawyers in New York, and 
the emissary making the proposition 
was from @ large stock brokerage 
concern. When the offer was made 
to the lawyer of the law firm, he re- 
plied that his clients, the cigarette

THE GREEK ARISTOCRAT. 
Only eight years ago a certain 
Greek aristocrat was making ciga- 
rettes in Cairo, Egypt. He was a sport 
and a gambler. He lost his fortune 
at the gaming table and borrowed a 
half million dollars, in our money, 
from a wealthy uncle, giving hie Cairo 
business as security and with the 
money he started for the United 
States. He opened a cigarette factory 
in New York, but made small prog- 
ress, though he made an excellent 
elgarette. He tried again, however, 
and succeeded in getting as a selling 
staff three of the best cigarette sales 
men in the country. The three men 
each got 5 per cent. of the gross pro- 
ceeds, under a contract that has a 
term of twenty-five years to run. Five 
of those ears have passed, but the 
cigarettes are selling like hot cakes 


thousands by machinery. The ma- 
chines do the work fully as well and 
they cut down the pay roll to an as- 
tonishing degree, for each machine 
makes tens of thousands a day. In- 
stead of a factory with three or four 
hundred cigarette makers installed, 
we Bee now in che up-to-date cigarette 
factory only a dozen machines with 
a dozen operatives, while fringed 
around the border of the large floor, 
there may be thirty or forty cigarette 
makers working by hand—Jjust to take 
the curse off from this mechanical era, 
perhaps.

go higher with each succeeding year.

Nov, strange as it may seem, the 
Parish Constabie of Beaconsfield is no 
ether than G. K. Chesterton. He wae 
elected to the office, I believe actually 
by popular vote—though it may have 
been dy vote of the parish council— 
@ year or more ago. 

it would be a beautiful thing to see 
Mr. Chesterton “apprehending” «a 
strolling minstrel, or even a beggar 
or a vagrant. The probability ts that 
the prisoner would go scot free after 
being’ entertained by his captor. amid 
Homeric laughter from the latter, at 
the nearest inn, and soon after would 
serve cither as the subject of one of 
Chesterton's paradoxical essays oF as 
the central figure of one of his topsy- 
turvy stories. By the way, should 
anyone whom Mr. Chesterton desired 
to arrest, resist, the author presum- 
ably would sit down on him, when al!

This work was pot 
at alt to Sir Frederick's taste, as he 
was so “cribb’d, cabin’éd, and con- 
fned” by the War Office, as to what he 
was to write, that in the end it be- 
came a mere diary of events, and left 
little scope for his literary*talents. Of 
all his possessions, that which he most 
treasured, was the Cheeney gold medal 
bestowed on him in 1907 by the Coun- 
cil of the United Service Institution, 
and which had only been presented 
ence before, to Capt A. T. Mahan.

PRIMITIVE METHODS. 

The most primitive methods of es- 
tracting the substance are used. 
Peons shovel the sulphur into bags 
and the latter are raised to the rin. 
of the crater by means of ropes and 
then transported down the mountain 
on the backs of laborers. The latter 
have e novel method of getting down 
the mountain. Each man seats himself 
upon grase mats with a bag of sulphur 
upon his back and is given a shove 
upon the icy-covered ground and slides 
down the slope more than a mile. 

It ls estimated by experts who have 
made a careful examination of the 
sulphur supply in the crater that it 
is being manufactured et the rate of 
approximately 1,480,000 tons a year. 
Extensive equipment will be tnetalled 
for the purpose of mining ana hoist- 
ing the product to the surfa.«. Some 
time ago the Mexican goverument tse- 
sued a report that there were ap- 
proximately 148,000,000 tonsa of che 
sulphur in the crator. It extends tu 
the depth of about 700 feet This 
le more than enough to supply the 
markets of the whole world. an- 
nual consumption of sulphur in the 
United States is about 200,000 tons 
and in Europe about 350,000 tons per

place for the location of a tuberculosis 
sanatorium; that a stay upon the sum- 
mit and proper treatment would be 
equal to « visit to che ey regions of 
the Arctic where it has been proved 
tuberculosis can be cured by the c- 
mate. The snow line of Popocatepetl 
ig usually about 13,000 feet, although 
it has been known to extend consider 
ably below. 

According to authentic records Pe- 
pocate had notable ah a: in 
1619, 1628, 1689, 1648, 1671, 1698, 
1642, 1664, 1697 and in 1802. There 
has been no eruption since the last 
named year, although at times it gives 
manifestations of its slumbering 
strength by emitting sulphuric vapors 
from the many breathing holes in its 
crater. Liquid sulphur settles con- 
stantly around these holes. Its lower 
depths are a veritable inferno of fire 
and brimestone. The sulphur-laid 
floor of the crater ts about 650 feet 
below the outer upper rim. The tem- 
perature at this depth is always com- 
fortable.

FONDANT CANDIES.—Any or all of the 
candies named may be made with the 
cooked sugar paste, knewn as fondant.
